A ghort report this month on the meeting of Bar Hill Parish Council held 
on*Tuesday 15th December in the Committee Room in the Village Hall. 


Removal of refuse skip. 


County Councillor Coteman, who was present at this meeting, reported ; 
that he had received several letters from eiderly residents complaining | 
that they now had no rneang of disposing of garden rubbish, He has taken 


the maticer up with the District Council, asking if they can be of any 
assistance in this matter. 


Perim eter Walls 


Following the collapse of part of the perimeter wall in Acorn Avenue, 

there was a discussion on the state of the entire length of wall from Acorn 
Avenue to-Hollytrees; The Paristy Council would like to emphasise that it . 
docs not consider there is any immediate danger of a further collapse, but: 
it is likely that the whole wall will need replacing within the next few years. 
However, the cost of rebuilding the wall is prohibitive, linked with the 
probability that this would in any case not be a permanent solution. Various 
other types of barrier are therefore under consideration and a professional 
opinion is also being: sought. The Parish Council apologises for the delay * 
in carrying out repairs to the portion of wall which has collapsed, but it ; 
is felt that no firm decision can be made until professional advice is 
available. .
